Another report 
had it that a buggy want west, but 
neither report afforded any line upon 
the rogues. There were tracks ot ap- 
parently three different men. near the 
telephone pole, which one of the men 
climbed to cut the cable. 


The farmers were evidently but lit- 


tle disturbed about, the safety of their 
deposits with the Knights. They werer 
seen by the score as the 
reporter 


drove to the village at work in their 
fields, but few were In the village. 
The Knights enjoy the full confidence 
of the people living near and there 
was no semblance of a run on the 
bank. It developed that every one 
knew that the bank was f'.illy pro- 
tected by 
insurance against losses 


that might be due to burglars. The 
bank is organized under the act of 
1905 as a private hank, being owned 
entirely by A. H. and 0. A. Knight.

sugar to make them palatable.

By unanimous vote the city council 


at Kendallville Friday evening passed 
the ordinance granting an artificial 
gas franchise to the Wayne General 
Construction. 
company, 
of 
Fort 


Wayne. The company has Instructed 
Its engineers to prepare plans and 
specifications for tho construction of 
a modern gas plant of the best equip- 
ment and material for Kendallville at 
once. 


The franchise was granted to the 


Fort Wayne- company only after the 
most thorough investigation by the 
Kendallville city council, and against 
the competition of other applicants 
•who sought similar rights in that city. 
Tho franchise has a life of 25 years, 
and the rate starts at $1.25 net per 
1,000 
cubic feet for gas, and reduces 


gradually until a rate of $1 per thou- 
sand Is reached. The franchise is in 
a large measure a duplicate of the 
franchise obtained by tho same com- 
pany at Auburn and Garrett, where 
gas is now being supplied to consum- 
ers. 


It had been the original plan to sup- 


ply Kendallville with gas from tho

Eli Whitney, 
the man who has made millions of 
dollars for the south, the man who 
has • doubled and quadrupled and in- 
finitely increased the earning capacity 
of the southern plantations—poor.Eli 
Whitney himself never got a dollar 
from his cotton-gins, save the poor pit- 
tance of 550,000 granted him by the 
legislature of South Carolina.

Robert Fulton with his steamboat, 
like Morse with his telegraph wires, 
like Watt -n-itli his steam engine, liko 
George Stephenson with, his locomo- 
tive, like R. A. Holden, tho agrono- 
mist, and Burbank the wizard of flow- 
ers and vegetables, these men have 
been seed-planters. 
They have made 


millions of dollars for other men; but 


the lips of John Adams and Franklin. 
A man may seem to die, but his spirit 
never dies.

Tho present generatio 
and succeeding generations will con 
Linue to gather in thcir cumulating > 
harvests. "One man soweth, and an- 
other reapeth." 


What is true of the industrial world 


and the political life is true of the 
church and of our ecclesiastical and 
spiritual blessings.

The Sympathetic Jailer. 


The situation seems to have been 


well understood, but was hushed up 
for the salio of appearances. Joseph 
was kept in prison, but as a warden 
rather than a prisoner. 
Doubtless, 


Mrs. Pottphar's character was known, 
and little dependence placed on her 
evidence. Joseph .remained 
in tho 


pure as snow, and as chaste as ico, 
lliou shalt. not escape calumny." Let 
us bo more concerned about our char- 
acter than our reputation, for char- 
actor is what (Jod antl the angols know 
about us, while reputation is only 
what men are saying about, us. 


Wo do not read that Joseph made 


any effort to contradict the slander 
which caused his imprisonment. To 
have (lone sn would probably have 
broken up Potiphar's household.

Illustrious Prisoners. 


Joseph imprisoned. Wo are remind- 


ed of what a noblo company nre the 
prisoners of (ho Lord, of whom Jo- 
soph was the first. Into this goodly 
fellowship of prisoners punished, not 
for evil-doing,' but 
for 
doing good, 


more ot trust in God, and also more 
of backbone in man. There Is a mot- 
to on a lighthouse on tho coast of 
Cornwall, In England: "To give light 
to save life." 
And so wherever Jo- 


soph wns, lie made his presence life 
and light to all around him. After- 
ward he was light and life to all 
Egypt and the countries round about. 
Joseph's faithfulness made the prison 
the vestibule to a palaco. With such 
a spirit as he possessed, the cloudy 
pillar of grief may lead us as safely 
as the brighter signal ot fire.

On the fifth of May there floats from 
every house in which a little boy has 
been born during the year a fish- 
shaped flag. In every case it is the 
representation ot the carp, which has 
the' pecular faculty ot ascending ' a 
waterfall as well as leaping down, it, 
and so represents both strength and 
courage.

Next to slander there 
is nothing harder to benr than ingrati- 
tude.

wrote of Joseph:
